WATER  SUPPLY 


During  the  year  a  small  bore  pipe  has  been  laid  to  Pingat 
Lane  and  a  stand  pipe  erected  to  serve  six  cottages  previously 
supplied  from  a  contaminated  well.  A  further  scheme  to 
supply  water  to  farms  in  Hattersley  has  been  prepared. 

Six  samples  of  the  Councils  water  supply  hav©  been  taken 
with  satisfactory  results.  This  water  is  untreated  and  a 
good  supply  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

About  179  dwellings  housing  about  243  persons  are  served 
from  pumps,  springs  and  wells.

SCAVENGING  -HOUSE  &  TRADE  REFUSE, 

Disposal  is  by  controlled  taping  and  the  collection  is 
supervised  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  Whenever  possible  this  is 
done  weekly.  Salvage  of  waste  paper  has  been  recommenced  with 
f avourab 1 e  results. 

The  Council  have  supplied  47  pails  and  64  dustbins  to 
owners  of  private  property  ,  the  majority  being  voluntary  requests. 

SEWERAGE. 

Present  system  has  two  disposal  jrerks, one  serving  Hollingwcrtfa,*he  other 
serving  half  of  Broadbottom  and  a  scheme  is  being  promoted  to  enlarge 
these  works  and  lay  Sewers  to  cover  Mottram  and  the  remainder  of 
Broadbottom,  Once  the  sewers  are  laid, it  is  hoped  that  owners 
will  voluntarily  convert  existing  pail  closets  to  the  water  carriage 
system. 
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The  Council  are  continuing  to  grant  up  to  £8.  per 

conversion. 

There  have  been  nine  conversions  to  fresh  water 
carriage  system  in  the  year.

FOOD  PREMISES. 

On  the  7th  February,  1950,  Byelaws  were  made  under 
Section  15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  in  respect  of  handling 
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wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  and  also  in  connection  with  food 
offered  for  sale  in  the  open  air.  These  were  confirmed  "by 

the  Ministry  of  food  on  the  19th  May  and  came  into  operation 
on  the  26th.  June, 1950 •  Copies  have  been  distributed  to  all 
food  premises . 

During  the  year,  93  visits  were  made  to  food  premises. 
Nineteen  premises  are  registered  for  preparation  and  manufacture 
of  preserved  food  under  Section  14  of  the  food  and  Drugs  Act, 1938 > 
and  10  for  sale,  manufacture  or  storage  of  ice  cream.

There  is  one  offensive  trade  in  the  district  and  in  November 
the  Council  made  successful  application  for  a  Nuisance  Order 
against  the  owners,  Walter  Hey  &  Sons  Ltd,  for  emitting  offensive 
effluvia.  The  firm  were  allowed  six  months  to  provide  a  water- tank 
capable  of  holding  water  for  a  day's  work.  This  work  is 
proceeding . 

DISINEECTIQN  AND  DISINf ESTATION , 

Terminal  disinfection  has  been  done  at  a  number  of  houses 
and  together  with  infestation  other  than  by  rodents  have  involved 
46  visits  and  inspections, 

A  quantity  of  contaminated  clothing  and  bedding  has  been 
burned  as  well  as  soiled  bedding  from  non-infective  cases. 

f AC  TORIES. 

There  are  23  premises  on  the  register  and  35  inspections 
have  been  made.  In  THREE  instances,  san;ftitary  accommodation  was 
defective  and subsequently  remedied.  Under  the  Outworkers’ 

Order  ,  three  premises  have  been- notified  and  found  satisfactory. 

WORKPLACES , 

Offices  and  workplaces  now  number  45  and  those  inspected 
have  been  found  satisfactory.
